The U.S. Shipping Board announces 
that the tonnage completed in May— 
43 steel ships and 1 wooden vessel— 
totalled 263,551 tons, the largest Ame- 
rican shipbuilding output in history.

THE WAR OFFICE. 


In the Lords Lord Lamington asked 
whether the military authorities 
were still. opposed to the exchange 
of prisoners of war, 
interned civilians, and what was the 
reason for their objection.—Earl 
Stanhope, replying for the War 
Office, id: “The answer is in 
the affirmative. The reasons against 
an exchange of prisoners hold goo 
to-day as much as ever. There is no 
objection whatever against 
an exchange under which risoners 
on both sides should be interned in 
neutral countries, | but there are 
grave military objections against the 
repatriation of prisoners ag between 
ourselves and enemy Powers. 

_Helping the Enemy, 

Our object in the war is to put out 
of action as many Germans as pos- 
sible, and to keep them out of action 
during the period of the war. Every 
single fit German we send back to 
Germany obviously increases the 

wer of that umar It is true we 

ave back an Englishman in ex- 
change, but if a large number of pri- 
soners are allowed to return to Ger- 
many the opinion of the military au- 
thorities is that it must tend to pro- 
long the war. There are arguments 
which modify that to a large extent 
and which the Government have ha 
to take into consideration. For in- 
stance, British military prisonerg are 
engaged on work of obviously military 
importance. Our men are naturally 
doing as little work for Germany a 
possible, and a smaller number 0 
Germans will be able_to do the work. 
The Central Powers Have announced 
that they no longer consider Russia 
as a theatre of war, and therefore, if 
some arrangement is come to exclud- 
ing Russia, Germany will at 
liberty to employ released prisoners 
on her eastern front, and send back 
to the western front all those men 
whose places have been taken by _pri- 
soners from England. For these 
reasons the military authorities are 
naturally against an exchange of pri- 
soners. 
No Rapid Exchange. 
We hope to come to an arrangement 
with German for an exchange o 
prisoners, and that the arrangement 
will bo carried through to the great 
advantage of our own prisoners, put 
I cannot hold out great hopes that 
the cxchange will take place with 
aa rapidity, for the obvicus reason 
hat it must divert shipping from 
other objects, such as the bringin 
over of our allies from the United 


and other necessaries to this country. 
The Government consider it wort! 
while to suffer some military disad- 
vantage in order to release our unfor- 
tunate officer: and men from the 
great hardships, miseries, and bru- 
talities which they suffer at the 
hands of the Germans.” —Lord Gain- 
ford expressed astonishment at Earl 
Stanhope’s speech, which-he gaid re- 
pudiated the. policy of tho- Govern- 
ment.—Lord Burnham thought that 
such a statement of military polic 
would be misunderstood outside. He 
added: “ We have heard a represen- 
tative of the Government criticising 
in unmeasured language from the 
military point of view a decision 
which the Prime Minister and the 
War Cabinet have arrived at. I re- 
gret that such a debate has taken 
pse at the present time.” —Lord 
amington said if the statement had 
been made earlier it would’ have 
placed us in a better position to nego- 
tiate.—The Earl of Crawford said the 
statement had been made in answer 
to & specific question. He thought 
they might rest assured that no 
obstacles would be put in the way of 
carrying out in a satisfactory way 
as large an exchange as possible.
